The controversy involves 
RMLD’s appeal of the Reading 
Retirement Board's decision to dis- 
allow three of the department's 
employees to change their retire- 
ment status, enabling them to re- 
tire at age 55 while receiving 80 
percent of their salary. Meanwhile, 
ratepayers are footing the cost of 
the appeals process which has al- 
ready amounted to approximately 
$125,000 and is expected to continue 
to increase. Wilmington comprises 


about 60 percent of RMLD’s budget 
and therefore is being hit hardest 
by the expenditure. 

“I think that this was rather ex- 
travagant,” said Selectman Daniel 
Wandell. “It’s way out of line.” 

RMLDBoard of Directors Chair- 
man Philip Pacino defended the 
department’s decision to appeal 
saying that employees, such as util- 
ity linemen, whose work is consid- 
ered hazardous, are turning down 
promotions out of fear of moving 
into a non-hazardous position and 
therefore losing their current re- 
tirement status. This trend, Pacino 
said, makes for a “stale” depart- 
ment and that the reclassification 
of retirement status would help to 
“retain competent employees and 
attract suitable applicants.”

Marriott proposal on 
North Street on hold

TEWKSBURY - The proposal to 
construct a two building Marriott 
International hotel on North Street 
and a proposed connector road in 
Tewksbury has been continued for 
three weeks. 

The applicant has filed with the 
Tewksbury Planning Board for a 
Use Special Permit and a Site Plan 
Special Permit. But, Marriott must 
amend its special permit applica- 
tion because the proposed three 
and a half story building exceeds 
the two and a half story limit de- 
tailed by the town’s height restric- 
tion by-law. 

Marriott’s attorney Rick O'Neill 
requested to amend its application 
to relieve Marriott from the bylaw 
at the Planning Board meeting 
Monday, March 23. 

Because the amendment must 
be advertised before a public hear- 
ing is held, Planning Board Chair- 
man Robert Fowler said that 


Marriott needs to advertise in local 
newspapers. The public hearing on 
the proposal was delayed until April 
13, 

The hotel includes 95 guest 
rooms. The proposed Marriott Town 
Place Suites are one and two bed- 
room suites with equipped kitchen- 
ettes. No restaurant is proposed 
with the hotel, according to Rizzo 
Associates’ Cynthia Brush. Each 
suite would have a work area with 
desk and the hotel would include 
the services of fax facilities anda 24 
hour exercise room. 

There would be a total of 102 
parking spaces with five designated 
as handicapped accessible park- 
ing. The hotel would occupy pres- 
ently undeveloped land 

The applicant’s plan shows the 
connector road traveling from 
Route 133 to North Street. The Plan-

_ 'TEWKSBURY -Asecondalleged 
kidnapping attempt ina span of two 
weeks, occurred Thursday after- 
noon while a young Tewksbury girl 
was getting off the bus in front of 
her South Street home.

Sgt. Lenny 
Bolton, the nine year old girlstepped 
off the bus at approximately 3:18 
p.m., on Thursday, and as she was 
walking down her driveway was 
approached by a man driving what 
is believed to be a black, early 
model, Ford Escort wagon. 

The unidentified man began to 
drive behind the girl.

much of RMLD's percentage not to

spell. Not toworry. Tulips are hardy, 
as are crocus, and despite a slow- 
down in their growth, the greenery 
and blossoms of the spring flowers 
have not been adversely affected 

There have been no “new” 
sightings reported at our Wilming- 
ton and Tewksbury feeders. Looks 
like we'll finish up the traditional 
bird feeding season with 20 species, 
up two from last year 

There are a lot of robins now in 
our town. Several folks, including 
Margaret Tremblay of Church 
Street, Wilmington, called toreport 
robin sightings. Margaret spotted a 
pair on her lawn Sunday, March 
15th. 

We have had a later winter inva- 
sion of red breasted nuthatches in 
our towns. These Canadian visitors 
are very erratic in their wander: 
ings. Last winter, with a heavy 
snowcover in Canada, we saw a 
great many of these diminutive 
nuthatches at our suet feeders. Over 
the last month, the following folks 
have called with red breasted re 
ports: 

Edyth Narduzzo of Miller Road, 
Wilmington has two at her feeders 

D.W. of Birchwood Road, Wilm 
ington, has a pair every day at his 
suet feeders. 

Jean Cole of Marion Street, also 
Wilmington, has seen four red 
breasted nuthatches at one time, 
and your's truly has had a solitary 
male at my suet feeder every day 
since November. 

If you see one of these beautiful 
birds in your yard, try to view it 
through a pair of binoculars. They 
are remarkably pretty and high up 


on my personal list of favorite birds. 

{ neglected to report last month 
that Barbara Westberg of Tewks- 
bury spotted five turkeys in her 
yard about mid January. Between 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, I would 
estimate that there are about 50 
wild turkeys and sightings are no 
longer a rarity. 

S.L. of Wilmington called to ask 
if it is ok to keep feeders up year 
round. According to National 
Audubon and Mass. Audubon, (and 
confirmed by my own observations) 
there is no harm done by feeding 
the birds 12 months a year. You will 
notice a sharp decline of feathered 
visitors by mid April as the weather 
warms, and a new supply of natural 
bird food, insects and vegetation, 
comes into evidence. We keep one 
sunflower seed feeder up all spring 
and summer in case there are a few 
old, tired, or sick birds around who 
can use some help. Besides, we 
enjoy the perpetual company of the 
black capped chickadees, who al- 
ways seem willing to take a few 
seeds every day. 

The only problem we have en- 
countered this winter here in North 
Wilmington has been the almost 
constant presence of a sharp 
skinned hawk. I am sure we have 
lost a few small birds - mostly jun- 
cos, sparrows or goldfinches, to 
this predator. And yet, we console 
ourselves, this is nature’s grand 
scheme, as cruel as it sometimes 
seems. Personally, I'm glad Iam at 
the top of the food chain.

WILMINGTON - Ask yourself, is my child doing what the healthy, 
normal child should be doing? Such things as: getting involved; 
making friends, being motivated, and conforming to long estab- 
lished rules. If your child is not coping well in any of these areas, this 
is a warning signal to be concerned with. Get help - the sooner the 
better. Don’t wait for a crisis situation to occur. Most parents know 
when something is wrong, but have difficulty identifying what it is. 

The following chart can be very helpful in evaluating your 
concern. These character traits direct our behavior as well as our 
performance. They determine our success or failure, sadness or joy. 
We all understand their meaning because we deal with them every 
day. What better way is there to evaluate our children and ourselves? | 
Take a few moments to find out. Read the fo! lowing questions and 
check off appropriate blanks on the chart 


1. Willingness to try new things: ' 

This is to find out if the child is willing to get involved with | 
something he has never done. In doing so, he must contend with the 
unknown, which might represent ridicule, correction, failure, or | 
even rejection. 

2. Able to take criticism: i 

Of course, no one likes being criticized, but we are looking for the } 
degree of frustration, The lower the tolerance the greater the 
reaction, or to the other extreme, no reaction. To overreact may be | 
to become hyper, have a tantrum, walk away in a huff, or constantly | 
defend. 

3. Attention span: 

Attention span is indeed crucial in the development of skills, 
patience, but most of all, accomplishment. As we all know, it takes 
time, effort, and experience to learn, to develop. Without this - 
process, there can be no worthwhile contribution. The child who has 
a poor attention span is excluded from success. 

4. Participation with peers: 

This affects and is affected by all the categories. At first glance 
a child may seem to be functioning well, but as we look closer, the 
picture can change. Example: Mike, 10 years old, was always 
playing with children and playing well. However it was not an ideal 
situation. Why? Because all the children were below the age of seven. 

When playing with the younger playing with the younger child, one | 
can usually control and show greater ability, adding to a child who 
feels inadequate. He avoids same age peers, to prevent possible 
competition and failure. He will also find comfort with the older child 
who is expected to be better, stronger, and more experienced. Once 
again, he is off the hook, no competition. 

5. Tolerance for failure: 

This area also affects every category plus every phase of our lives, 
yet so little is made of it. We, however, are constantly reminded of 
its counterpart, success. The thing is to win, to be the best, to be 
honored for some form of excellence. For many, however, it 
overshadows and destroys the foundation and prerequisite to suc- 
cess, - failure. Without trial and error, taking chances and building 
skills, we preclude success. The child who has no tolerance for | 
failure has no success, because rather than fail, he will not try. 

6. Perseverance: 

In asking this question, parents may become confused as to the 
difference between perseverance and attention span. We try to 
separate the difference by the following: In perseverance, we are 
looking for the degree of responsibility and stamina insticking to and 
finishing a chore or task that is not threatening. | 

| 
| 


7. Able to take on responsibility 

This seems to be an area where many children fail through no 
fault of their own. Parents are usually quick to reply that their child 
is not responsible. However, when asked if they have given the child o” 
responsibility, the answer is “no.” Unless a child is given responsi- 
bility, he cannot experience the acceptance of a commitment ora job I 
well done. This can also be an important factor as to why the child 
is immature. After all, he has not been given the opportunity to act 
in a mature and responsible manner. 

8. Academic performance: 

Seeing this area takes up one third of a child’s waking hours, we 
must scrutinize it closely. As a rule, if the child is doing poorly in the 
above categories, he will do poorly in academics. There are, 
however, exceptions. Some children put all their energies into 
academics because they can attain good grades without too much 
effort. Grade competition is not a problem because of their natural 
ability. They can be loners and still be winners. This, of course, is 
great, but is it enough? Sadly to say, many educators and parents feel 
everything is fine when the child is getting good grades. They may 
beimpressed over the extra hours devoted to reading and homework, 
never realizing it could be a form of isolation from peers and reality. 

If your child rated average or better, be thankful. If not, learn 
more about these life problems, and how they can be improved. 

Knowing your child has a problem is bad enough, but not being 
able to help is heart wrenching. Then again, don’t sell yourself short. 
My experience has been that once parents know what to do, they can 
become the ultimate healer. After all you the parent possess the | 
mending instruments of love, caring, and time. I truly believe that 
without parents’ involvement and help, little can be accomplished, 
One weekly counseling session may ease the child’s pain momen- 

tarily, but to achieve change and lasting results, every day interven- 
tion is necessary. 

Hopefully, these monthly articles will help you to realize that you 
can make the difference.

Wilmington to 
receive grant for 
Silver Lake 


BOSTON - Wilmington is among 
the 32 communities across the state 
that will benefit from the recent 
Lake and Pond grants, the award- 
ing of which was recently an- 
nounced by Environmental Affairs 
Secretary Trudy Coxe and Envi- 
ronmental Management Commis- 
sioner Peter C. Webber. 

The Lake and Pond grants for 
1998, total $253,793 to communities 
across the state for lake improve- 
ment projects. The maximum grant 
award is $10,000 and requires a 
local match 

The project at Silver Lake is to 
develop an education program that 
will include sinage at the pond and 
a brochure to be mailed to house- 
holds in the watershed on best man- 
agement practices. Also a manage- 
ment plan for the lake will be devel- 
oped that includes water quality 
sampling. 

“A key goal of the Department 
of Environmental Management 
program is to promote a natural 
approach to lake management 
which is based on sound scientific 
principles and emphasizes the inte- 
grated use of watershed manage- 
ment, in-lake management, pollu- 
tion prevention and education to 
provide long term solutions to lake 
problems,” said Secretary Coxe. 

} Grant recipients are required to 
prepare a streamlined lake/water- 
shed management plan as a compo- 
npnt of their funded project. 

In the five years since the pro- 
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gram was created, the Department 
has awarded over $1,000,000 ingrant 
money for projects at 141 lakes and 
ponds across the state. 

“In these few years, the pro- 
gram has been able to assist mu- 
nicipalities and local organizations 
that are striving to meet the chal- 
lenges of lake and pond manage- 
ment by awarding grants for the 
protection, preservation and en- 
hancement of public lakes andponds 
in the Commonwealth,” said Com- 
missioner Webber. “This has really 
proven to be a successful partner- 
ship between state and local gov- 
ernments.” 

Forty-five applications were re- 
ceived this year by DEM’s Office of 
Water Resources and were judged 
against criteria established by an 
interagency review committee. 

DEMencouragedcreativegrant 
proposals and rewarded grass-root, 
self-help efforts in solving lake prob- 
lems. Priority was given to those 
proposals that demonstrated active 
involvement of groups such as lake 
districts, lake associations, and 
other citizen groups as well as to 
those proposals which developed or 
enhanced public access to the wa- 
ter and encouraged public use of 
facilities and activities.

calls from people who had allowed 
them to put signs up in their yards. 
According to Suzanne Rooney, the 
common theme of the phone calls 
was, “Don't they have anything else 
to do?” According to Jim Rooney, 
after fielding over two dozen of 
these calls, he and his wife decided 
to go out on Saturday morning and 
spend five hours pulling up every 
one of his one hundred fifty signs. 
The signs cost over three hundred 
dollars, When asked about the tax- 
payer monies involved in sending 
officers out to measure distances 
between signs and the road, Deputy 
Nally said , “it was minimal.” 

Selectman Daniel Wandell is also 
running for re-election. He received 
thirty-three violations and moved 
all of those signs. He says, “three 
years ago when I ran, we didn't 
have any problems. It seems like 
they're really enforcing it. I think 
the by-law will have to be revisited. 
It's not a priority, but it should be 
addressed.” 

Mark Nelson, who is also run- 
ning for selectmen was outraged 
“It's ridiculous. Forget about the 
sign by-laws. It’s a waste of time 
It's adistraction to take away from 
the real issues.” Nelson had ten 
violations that he insists were not 


in violation, but he moved those 
signs anyway. F 

Mark Zinan had only one viola- 
tion. His only comment was, “I 
guess the law is the law until we 
change it. And I do think the law 
needs to be changed.” 

Deputy Nally stresses that no 
one was asked to remove a sign. He 
went on to cite past by-laws that 
were much morestringent, changed 
back in 1991. Before then, candi- 
dates were forced to place signs 150 
feet from the street, when clearly 
most residents do not have that 
much land in front of their homes. 
But at the same time, candidates 
were allowed to put signs on any 
vehicle they chose, causing the town 
to look like a junk yard for posters. 
The new law ensures that any ve- 
hicle bearing a sign must be regis- 
tered and insured. Because thetown 
got tougher on the vehicles, they 
changed the footage to twenty five 
feet, amuch more feasible distance. 

Rooney is not the only police 
officer running for election. Charles 
Fiore Jr. is also a police officer and 
is also running for selectman. They 
have both been restricted to the 
police station while on duty until 
after the election. Fiore was not 
able to be reached for comment on 
any of the issues. Rooney learned 
of his restriction March 16th when

Still without the three stud pitch- 
ers and Hundley probably for the 
season, Valentine still has his work 
cut out for him.

... WHEN G.I. JOE MEETS BARBIE 


By DOUG WOOD-BOYLE 


s we grow through our child- 

hood years and into adults 

toys are a very important 
part of the learning process for many 
of us. 

In fact for some people, this writer 
included, toys of one kind or another 
hold a fascination for us well into our 
adult life. There is a certain magic 
quality about them that can set off 
our imagination. 

Perhaps because of that quality, 
many of us have never thought much 
about where the toys come from or 
who the people are that make them. 
Unless business and how it functions 
is a priority in our lives we do not 
think about the infighting and poli- 
tics that can be involved in bringing 
a simple piece of plastic into our 
lives as a boost to our imagination. 

Former Wakefield resident, and 
now a reporter with the Providence 


Journal-Bulletin, G. Wayne Miller 
had the chance to delve into the 
world of toy-making and found him- 
self immersed in “Toy Wars: The 
Epic Struggle Between G.I. Joe, 
Barbie and the Companies That 
Make Them.” (Random House/Times 
Books). 

Miller fell into the story as he was 
researching one on the creation of a 
virtual reality toy that eventually 
went up in flames. However, the 
drama around the survival of the 
Rhode Island based Hasbro, Inc. as it 
changed chief executives officers 
after Stephen Hassenfeld passed 
away and his brother Alan was 
appointed to take the lead of the 
company founded by his family, 
makes an interesting story of 
intrigue and finding of one’s morals. 

“I expected to find this fun-filled 
fantasy world,” Miller said during a 
telephone interview, “where everyone 
had fun making toys. Instead, I found 
a competitive take no prisoners 
world.” 

Unlike many books on business 
this one is not dry. Miller weaves a 
plot in the story much like it is a 
novel with all the intrigue that an 
international business can muster. 

He tells of the fight that Hasbro, 
under Alan, must fight to stay alive 
among the investors and moneymen 
of Wall Street after turning down a 
bid from toy giant Mattel to take it 


Thus the comparison to Mattel’s 
giant money maker, Barbie and 
Hasbro's counterpart, G.I. Joe. 

Miller also goes into the history 
of the Hassenfeld family as the 
grandfather, Harold and great- 
uncle, Hillel, escape an anti-semitic 
Europe to make their way to this 
country and make enough money 
by establishing a rag business that 
eventually grew into a pencil com- 
pany and the start of a toy compa- 
ny. 

Henry’s two sons, Alan and 
Stephen's father, Merrill, and uncle, 
Harold, grew the company with 
Merrill developing the toy line 
while Harold kept the pencil compa- 
ny going. 

As they were growing up Stephen 
was more interested in working in 
the family business than was Alan, 
who fell in love with the Orient and 
wanted to write. The older Stephen 
went to work with Merrill and aftar 
his father died took over the busi- 
ness, 

Uncle Harold decided that the 
toy division was not making enough 
money and offered Stephen the 
chance to spin it off into its own 
corporation. 

Throughout all of this Alan is 
slowly lured into the family busi- 
ness, first as the head of the Asian 
operations and due to his brothers 
untimely death from War to $-4

The ‘Disneyland 
of gun courses’ 
in Tewksbury 


“Like a hammer to a carpen- 
ter or a scalpel to a surgeon, the 
handgun is an essential tool of 
any police officer,” notes the 
“Tewksbury Town Crier.” 

“As the Chief Firearms 
Instructor for the Tewksbury 
Police Department, Insp. Paul 
Ringwood has been training and 
updating officers in the safety 
and use of these tools of the 
trade for the last 15 years. 

“Although firing their 
weapons in the line of duty is 
perhaps one of the last things 
that an officer hopes he or she 
may be forced to do during their 
careers, it is a skill which they 
must retain - a skill that could 
save their lives, as well as the 
lives of others. 

“For this reason, officers 
shoot to qualify on an annual 
basis by hitting targets at a 
number of distances and from 
different firing positions. 
Another gun course which some 
officers are now taking requires 
them to shoot in more realistic 
scenarios with pop-up targets, 
and in some cases, in dim or 
distracting lighting, said 
Ringwood during Saturday’s 
Citizen Police Academy firearms 
training class. 

“It’s the Disneyland of gun 
courses, if you could equate it 
with anything, said Ringwood, 
who is certified by both the 
National Rifle Association and 
F'B.I. ‘We have a lot of fun with 
it, and it has created a lot of 
interest.’ 

“After reviewing the state’s 
gun laws and safety instruc- 
tions, Ringwood had the class 
practice dry-firing a number of 
Glock 9mm handguns, which 
consists of pulling back the 
slide, lining up the sights with 
your target, and then squeezing 
the trigger of the empty gun.

Miller said of Alan, “He’s a 
very unconventional man who is 
not cut from the mold of a but- 
ton down man with shiny shoes.” 

He added, “I saw myself in 
him and asked the question ‘as 
an English major, what would it 
be like if someone gave me a 
$1.5 billion business?’” 

The story continues to weave 
its web telling of the financial 
struggles that Alan must deal 
with and the restructuring he 
must do, including the letting go 
of several long-time employees 
of the company, many of whom 
had become friends.

However, during the interview 
with Jones, Miller takes on the 
same characteristics as Israel 
Horowitz, the noted playwright, 
who also dislikes his hometown 
of Wakefield. 

Miller states, “I grew up in 
Wakefield, which is right next to 
Melrose, a suburb of Boston, a 
bedroom community. My par- 
ents still live there. 

“Its become hideously yuppi- 
fied, I can’t stand going back 
there, except to see my family. 
On Sunday mornings at 8 
o’clock, there is an army of jog- 
gers around the lake (Lake 
Quannapowitt). It’s despicable 
and lowly.” : 

Miller’s parents still live in 
the community. 

The author is a graduate of 
St. John’s Preparatory School in 
Danvers and later graduated 
from Harvard University. 

In his interview he states, “I 
just started writing in grammar 
school, in parochial school, just 
little snippets. 

“Reading was very important 
in my family. And my mother 
used to, I recall quite vividly, 
used to sit with me - and this 
was like in about third and 
fourth grade - and we would go 
through the dictionary. I was 
always amazed at the number of 
words and the sheer variety.” 

Miller said that he did not 
start writing regularly until his 
days at St. John’s. 

He has two other non-fiction 
books and a novel under his belt 
and he is currently working on 
another novel and a non-fiction. 

When giving advice to people 
who want to become writers 
Miller said, “Write! Keep slog- 
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ging away. 

“There is no magic formula,” 
he added. “It is a tough busi- 
ness. If you are easily disap- 
pointed, forget it.” 

The one formula Miller sug- 
gested is to sit down for one-half 
hour per-day and write some- 
thing, but do it every day.

twenty years ago, it was to 
improve on someone else’s poor 
workmanship. “We had our 
kitchen remodeled and I was 
very unhappy with the job,” 
explains Dr. Lilly. “I knew I 
could do it better. After working 
on the kitchen, I began experi- 
menting with some different 
pieces. Before long, I became 
pretty proficient and the pieces I 
made were getting better.” 

For family practitioner Dr. 
Cullen, furniture making began 
as a way to make some extra 
money, Growing up, Dr. Cullen 
was introduced to saws, ham- 
mers and drills by his father 
who worked as an electrical con- 
tractor. In high school, he used 
what he had learned in his 
father’s basement to make sets 
for the drama club. By medical 
school, he realized that he could 
earn money by making and sell- 
ing bookcases. “I had a radial 
arm saw in the basement,” 
explains Dr. Cullen. “Every time 
I sold a piece, I bought more 
equipment.” 


Soon after medical school, 
Dr. Cullen’s furniture making 
had gone from business to 
hobby. He graduated from pine 
bookcases to more elaborate 
cherry and maple pieces. “My 
furniture is Shaker and Mission 
inspired, but I like to come up 
with my own designs.” 

Dr. Cullen recently made a 
bedroom set that he gave to his 
friends as a wedding gift. He 
usually makes a few pieces a 
year, but because he has just 
opened his new medical prac- 
tice in Malden, Dr. Cullen hasn’t 
had time to pursue his hobby as 
much as he would like. “I don’t 
sell my furniture anymore. I 
prefer to give it to friends, but 
with the new practice, those 
orders are very backlogged,” he 
jokes. He recently received 
board certification in Family 
Medicine.

A: We assume that you are 
referring to tiles on a concrete 
slab. Moisture is collecting 
beneath the tiles and causing 
them to lift. The crunching 
sound is probably efflorescence 
under the tiles. Efflorescence 
is caused by soluble salts in the 
concrete slab that dissolve in 
the water as it migrates 
through the slab. When the 
water evaporates, the salts 
remain under the tiles as an 
encrustation. This condition 
can occur even though you do 
not see standing water on the 
floor. To prevent the problem, 
you will have to reduce or 
eliminate water below the slab 
with a drainage system around 
the perimeter of the founda- 
tion, 


Q: Is there any device avail- 
able that would protect against 
a flood in the event my water 
heater springs a leak while we 
are away on vacation? 

A: Yes, a device called 
Heaterguard consists of a 
normally closed control valve 
in the cold water line and a 
check valve in the hot water 
outlet. Both valves are inter- 
connected by a sensing tube. 
The normally closed inlet valve 
contains a diaphragm which 
separates tank pressure on one 
side and household pressure on 
the other. The sensing tube is 
located above the diaphragm. 
Consequently, when there is a 
household demand for hot 
water, the pressure differential 
created across the diaphragm 
causes the valve to open, allow- 
ing cold water into the tank. 
The check valve opens, and 
water is drawn out as well, 

If a leak occurs, about a pint 


sure difference between the 
valves, so the control valve 
remains closed. The check 
valve in the hot water outlet 
prevents introduction of air 
from an open faucet, and the 
resulting vacuum prevents  fur- 
ther leakage from the tank. 
Little or no water flowing from 
the hot water tap notifies the 
homeowner that there is a 
roblem with the heater. 

leaks when the snow starts 
melting. It doesn’t leak in the 
rain. My ceiling gets ruined 
and has to be retaped and 
painted. Do you have any sug- 
gestions? 

A: You have a classic case 
of leakage caused by an ice 
dam. Ice dams begin when a 
layer of snow next to the roof 
melts. When this water freezes, 
a dam is created which causes 
further melted snow to ac- 
cumulate in a pool. Roofs are 
designed to shed water, not to 
protect against standing water. 
Removing the snow from the 
roof is the best solution. 
Maintaining a “cold-roof” is an- 
other excellent alternative. By 
over-insulating the ceilings and 
ventilating the attic profusely, 
the roof-deck temperature will 
be lowered to the point where 
snow won't melt. Heating tapes 
along eaves and valleys can 
also help but ice dams may 
form farther up the roof. 

Q: I recently moved to a 
newer house and found that the 
basement was damp. I was 
able to dry things out by run- 
ning a dehumidifier for a few 
days. The problem I have is 
that mold keeps forming on the 
floor. How can I clean off this 
mildew and prevent it from 
forming again. 

A: Mold and mildew spores 
are always present in the air 
and thrive in damp locations. A 
mold buildup is not very un-

Radiant barriers protect 
home from heat and cold 


If you’ve owned your home 
for long, you probably remem- 
ber hearing about sheets of 
reflective foil that could save 
you up to 40 percent in energy 
bills. While these claims were 
mostly the exaggerations of 
quick-buck artists, there can be 
definite — if more modest — 
benefits to be had from radiant 
barriers. 


Radiant barriers are sheets 
of reinforced reflective foil that 
are installed in attics to check 
the flow of radiant heat into 


the attic space. Radiant bar- 
riers come in a variety of 
forms, but most consist of a 
paper or mesh substrate with 
aluminum foil on at least one 
side. The foil side is turned up

rier's effectiveness. And even 
with perforated foil, trapped 
moisture can be a problem. 

The real debate pivots on 
whether radiant barriers are 
more effective than simply in- 
creasing the insulation on the 


attic floor. While reflective bar- 
riers are generally cheaper, in- 
sulation offers the added 
benefit of keeping your home 
warm in the off-season. While 
radiant barriers offer a slight 
bonus in the winter, they’re 
best at keeping the heat out in 
the summer. 

From a summer cooling 
standpoint, the question is 
whether insulation or radiant 
barriers are better to block the 
heat that migrates from a 
sunstruck roof to your living 
space. Conventional attic in- 
sulation blocks heat conduction 
through the attic floor. With 
less heat in the attic, less in- 
sulation is required. 

As a case in point, one 
radiant barrier test installation 
revealed an attic temperature 
that was within 3 degrees of 
the outdoor temperature. Un- 
der normal conditions, a 
sunny, 90 degree Fahrenheit 
day can produce peak attic 
temperatures of 120 to 140 de- 
grees. 

This is a formidable prob- 
lem. The Department of Ener- 
gy estimates that 20 percent of 
a home's heat gain in the sum- 
mer comes through the ceiling. 
In other words, one-fifth of 
your cooling bill can be at- 
tributed to your attic. 

At its simplest level, the 
questions for the homeowner 
become: “Will a radiant barrier 
work in my home? And if it 
will, which costs more, a 


radiant barrier or more insula+; | 
tion?” While these are rea- 
sonable and essential ques- 
tions, they often yield in- 
complete answers.

While homeowners in 
hot, drv climates will throw 
open windows at dusk to take 
advantage of the cooler eve-, 
ning air, those in humid’ 
climates won't. For them, run- 
ning the air conditioner also 
serves to control humidity.

In planning your spring and 
summer garden, think flowers 
this year. Planting a creative 
cutting garden will help you 
bring color and fragrance both 
indoors and out, and at the 
same time will save you trips to 
the florist. 

Cutting gardens are designed 
mach like a flower arrangement, 
with a variety of heights, tex- 


tures and blooms. Good soil and 
sunshine are key to growing a 
flowering garden. Pick a spot 
that receives at least six hours 
of sun a day and which has good 
drainage. 

If you don’t want to spend a 
lot of time researching which 
flowers blend well in vases and 
also look great in the garden, 
the Burpee “Designed Garden 
Collection” may be just what 
you're looking for.

Keep the soil moist until the 
seedlings emerge (between

When seedlings are 
2 inches high, thin them to the 
distances recommended on the 


seed packets. 

When the plants are 4 inches 
high, cultivate lightly and mulch 
with shredded leaves, fine wood 
chips or well decayed compost 
to conserve soil moisture and 
control weeds. 


READY TO 
REMODEL 

Remodeling can be very 
rewarding, particularly if the 
do-it-yourselfer has an idea of 
what to expect before beginning 
the job. 

Before you jump in, experts 
recommend that you plan 
ahead, particularly if you are 
embarking on a major remodel- 
ing project, like a kitchen or 
bath, which will likely take 
longer than you expect and 
cause some inconveniences. 

“The first thing I tell people 
is to detail the project on paper 
so that they know what it will 
cost and how long it will take,” 
said Patrick Dunbar, an expert 
with The Home Depot. “It’s 
important to be specific, particu- 
larly if you need financing to fin- 
ish the job.” 

If you are not doing the work 
yourself ask several contractors 
for bids, making sure each has 
identical plans and specifica- 
tions for the work. Once you 
select a contractor, request a 
written contract and get verifi- 
cation of both liability and work- 
man’s compensation insurance 
coverage. Obtain lien waivers 
from all subcontractors so they 
can’t come after you if, for any 
reason, the contractor fails to 
pay them. 

You may want to increase 
your homeowners liability insur- 
ance during the project and then 
review the policy after the work 
is finished.

Make sure you can build 
what you want and find out if 
codes require an upgrade of the 
electrical sysicm. 


GETTING READY 

“Make sure your family 
knows there will be inconve- 
niences in their lives. You'il 
probably have to go out to eat a 
lot and double up on bathroom 
use,” said Dunbar. “We also rec- 
ommend that to keep the clutter 
down that you pick a dry place, 
like a garage, to store the tools 
and materials that will be used.” 

Pack up all fragile items and 
put them in a safe place.

Measure the doorways, halls 
and stairs leading to the remod- 
eling site to make sure larger 
items, such as major appliances, 
a bathtub or shower, can actual- 
ly fit through the existing space.

Set perimeters for the con- 
struction crew.
